e ä Ruſty ahd Wel beloved, We Greet you well. In theſe and infupportable afMiQtions and calamities ander which the 
v4 £ "PD voor Nation hath been ſo long exerciſed, and by which Roe near exhauſted z We cannot ti of x more Naturall and 
— Proper Remedy, than to reſort to thoſe for Counſel and Adviſe, who have ſeen and obſerved the firſt beginning of our Miſe- 
nes, the progreſs from bad to worſe, and the miſtakes and mii- underſtandings which have ＋ and contributed to 
inconveniences which were not intended: and after ſo many Revolutions, and the obſer vation of what bath attended them, 
re now truſted by Our good Subjects to repairtheBreaches which are made, and to provide proper Remedics for thoſe 
Exils, and for the laſting Peace, Happineſs ani Security of the Kingdom - | 
We do affure you upon our Royall word, that none of our Predecefſours have had a greater eſteem of Parliaments, than 
We have, in our judgment, as well as from our obligation; We do beleeve them to be ſo vital apart of the conſtitution of the 
Kingdom, and ſo neceſſary for the Government of it, that We well know, neither Prince, nor people can be in any tolerable 
degree happy without them; and therefore you may be confident, that we /hall alwayes look upon their Connlels as the beſt 
We can receive, and ſhall be as tender of their Priviledges, and as carefull to preſerve and protect them, as of that which is 
moſt near to Our ſelf, and moſt neceſſary for Our owa preſervation. | 
=; And as this is our opinion of Parliaments, that their Authority is moſt neceſſary for the Government of the Kingdom, Se 


ue are moſt confident, that you belceve, and find that the preſervation of the Kings Authority is as neceſſary for the preſer- 


vation of Parliaments; and chat it. is not the name, but the right conſtitution of them, which can prepare, and apply proper remedies for thoſe Evils, which are grie- 
, to the People; and which can thereby eſtabliſh their peace and ſecurity. And therefore we have not the leaſt doubt, but that you will be as tender io, and as 
a jealous of, any thing that may infringe Our Honour, or impaire Our Authority, as of your own Liberty and Property, which is beſt preſerved, by preſerving the other. 
Ho far We have truſted you in this great affair, and how much it is in your power to reſtore the Nation to all that it hath loſt, and to ch fg it from any infe- 
my it hath nadergone, and to make King and People as happy as they ought to be, you will find by our ineloſed Declaration ( a Copy qywhich we have like wie 
- - ſent tothe Houle of Peers) and you will eaſily believe, that We would not voluntarily, and of Our Self have repoſed fo great a Truſt in you, but upon an 
entire confidence; that you will not abuſe it, and that you will proceed in ſuch a manner, and with ſuch due conſideration of us, who have truſted you, that we 
hall not be aſhamed ef declyning other aſliſtanee (which we have aſſurance of ) and repairing to you for more natural and proper Remedies, for the Evils 
ve would be freed from ; nor ſorry that we have bound up our own Intereſt fo intirely, with that of our Subjects, as that we refer it to the ſame perſons to take 
| careof us, who are truſted to provide for them. We look upon you as wiſe and dif te men, and good Patriots, who will raiſe up thoſe Banks & Fences 
| . which have been caſt down, and who will moſt reaſonably hope the ſame proſperity will spring from thoſe Roots, from which it hath heretofore, and always 
grown; nor can we apprehend that you will propoſe any thing to us, or expect any thingfrom us, but what we are as ready to give, as you to receive. If you de- 
5 Fre the advancement and propagation of the Proteſtant Religion, we have by our conſtant profeſſion and practice of it, given ſufficient Teſtimony to the world, That 
neither the unkiadneſs of thoſe of the ſame faith towards us, nor the civilities and obligations from thoſe of a contrary profeſſion ( of both which we have bad abun- 
duant Evidence) could in the leaſt degree ſtartle us, or make us ſwarve from it; and nothing can be propoſed to manifeſt our zeal and affeRion for it, to which 
ve will not readily conſent. And we hope in due time, our ſelf to propoſe ſomwhat to you for the propagation of it, that will ſatisfie the world, that we have al- 
ways made it both our Care, and our Study; and have enough obſerved what is moſt like to bring diſadvantage to ir. If you deſire ſecurity for thoſe, who in theſe 
' , calamitous times, either wilfully or weakly have tranſgreſſed thoſe bounds which were preſcribed, and have invaded each others Rights; We have left to you to 
provide for their Security and Indempaity, and in ſuch a way as you ſhall think Juſt and Reaſonable, and by a juſt computation of what men have done and ſuffered, 
| 88 near as is poſſible, to take care that all men be ſatisfied, which is the ſureſt way co ſu , and extirpate all ſuch uncharitableneſſe and animoſity as might hereafter 
/ ſhake, and threaten that peace which for the preſent, might ſeem eſtabliſhed. If there be a crying ſin, for which the Nation way be involved in the Infamy that attends 
© je, we cannot doubt but that you will be as ſolicitous to redeem and vindicate the Nation from that guile and Infamy, as we can be. If you deſire, that reverence and 
8 may be payed to the fundamental Laws of the Land, and that Juſtice may be equally and impartially adminiſtred to all men z It is that which we deſire 
to be ſworn to our ſelf, and that all perſons in Power and Authority ſhould be ſo too. In g 8 there is as any you can N that may make the King- 
dome happy, which we will not contend with you ro compaſs ; and upon this conſidene and aſſurance, We have thought fit to ſend you this Declaration, that 
you may, as much as is poſſible, at this diſtance, ſee our heart, which when God ſhall bring us nearer together (as we hope he will do ſhortly) will appear to 
you very agreeable to what we have profeſſed , and we hope that we have made that right Chriſtian uſe of our affliction, and that the obſervation and experience 
we have had in other Countries, hath been ſuch, as that We, and we hope all our Subjects ſhall be the better for what we have ſeen and ſuffered. We ſhall add no 
more but our prayers to Almighty God, That he will ſo bleſſe your Councils, and direct your Endeavours,that his Glory and Worſhip may be provided for, and 
the Peace, Honour, and Happineſs of the Nation may be eſtabliſhed upon thoſe Foundations which can beſt ſupport it ; and ſo webid you farewel.
